parade at the Ninth street entrance. 
At this point about one hundred 
school children filed in in the rear of 
the old veterans, 
followed .by the 


Ladies' Belief Corps in carriages. As 
they 
tiled into the cemetery they 


marched around the speakers' stand, 
where'was formed a hollow square of 
chairs, reserved for the Ladies' Relief 
Corps. About 2,000 people had assem- 
bled here to listen to the Memorial 
address and assist in the decoration of 
the graves of the heroic dead. 


Capt. Creed Mi Mead, who acted as 


grand marshal of the exercises, an- 
nounced the program as follows:

quartette — Will Schwartz, L. 
M. 


Bragdon, Charles Holmes and Charles 
Streich. 


Prayer by Bev. W. F. Filler. 
Recitation—Gilbert Fuller.

Singing by the quartette, "We 


Strew Their Graves With Flowers.'1 


Memorial address by Rev. J. E. 


Comer. 


Song, "Red, White and Blue," led 


by Prof. Sfcreich, the vast audience 
joining in the chorus. 


MEMORIAL ADDRESS. . 


Ladies and Gentlemen: What could 


be more fitting than to set apart a 
day to the brave men whose services 
and sacrifices preserved this "nation? 
Bishop Simpson said, "Nail the flag 
just below the cross; that is high 
enough—Christ and country—nothing 
can come between nor Icng prevail 
against them." The spirit which ani- 
mated the soldiers of the revolution 
and the rebellion was the spirit of 
devotion. 
They battled not for com- 


merce nor conquest, but for immortal 
principles, involving human rights 
and the highest welfare of the human 
race. 
What war lost to America in 


the first great struggle, war regained 
in the last. These patriotic gather- 
ings cannot therefore be too frequent. 
They invite a proper study of the 
past—not' of hatred nor bitterness, 
but to teach and enforce the bless- 
ings of peape, union and love. They 
bring us close together as a United 
and happy people. All along the line 
we breathe the incense of heroism. 
We are not unmindful of the mighty 
deeds of "the past. But fer what is 
patriobism? Did you ever stop to 
reflect upon what it embraces? There 
is born in every breast the 
de- 


termination to defend the thing he 
loves. We strike down the enemy 
who would invade our homes and de- 
fend our firesides at the peril of our 
lives. 
Did you ever reflect what it 


means to be a fighting 
patriot? 


Many preach and profess it, but the 
true patriot is he who practices it. It 
is the consecration of self to country. 
Ic is the surrendering of: bright 
prospects and the giving up of bright 
prospects of the future. It is the 
surrendering of the ties of home and 
family. It may mean disease: it may 
mean 
imprisonment, 
insanity 
or 


death: it may mean hunger: starva- 
tion, 'in the civil war it embraced 
all of these. But with all these 
nearly 3,000,000 men loved liberty 
and'union that they were willing to 
follow the(flag at any cost. ^The flood 
of half a million men was exacted in 
that fearful conflict to save this 
country, and there are thousands to- 
day suffering from disease contracted 
in the service. They took from many 
a mother her sole support. 


There was nothing about the war 


that was attractive. It was business. 
Every soldier^took a dreadful chance. 
His offering was his own life blood, 
but they were to save to themselves, 
to their families and their fellow 
countrymen the finest and best and 
purest'government ever known, and 
to mankind the army that is now to 
free^Cuba and thrash Spain. 
Can we 


eyer*cease to be debtors to these men 
in blue? Is there any obligation too 
lasting? 
Is there any honor too 


great? Whab the nation is or may 
become, we owe largely to you. There 
is one debt that this nation owes, and 
that is the debt ifc owes the brave 


men who saved this nation. But this 
debt can never be paid. And whether 
we uncover our heads or shed our 
tears upon their tombs, they are dead 
to.you and dead to me, and our 
flowers 'suall fall, and our words of 
praise shall sound unheeded. Noth- 
ing we can say or do can awake them 
from their slumber; nothing'but the 
thunder-call of God can .arouse them 
from their dumb resting place. 


Beneath the flags of St. Paul's 


cathedral in London rests the body of 
the great architect, Sir Christopher 
Wren. On a marble slab above are 
written 
these 
words 
"Reader, 


wouldst thou behold his monument, 
look about you." 
So standing here 


today beneath God's sweet sunshine, 
we look about us and behold the 
monument which these soldiers gave 
their lives to perpetuate—this great, 
massive, magnificent republic—the 
freest, greatest, grandest beneath the 
cirde of the sun. 
Headstones like 


these may perish out of^sight forever, 
but'monuments of deeds, of sacrifices 
for principle and monuments of dying 
for the right cannot perish, cannot 
be lost sight of. These headstones 
will crumble and fall, but the hum- 
ble graves they mark cannot disappear 
or be forgotten. 
Laurels like these 


never fade. 


If men would live after they are 


dead, they must have a stronger hold 
upon the times in which they flour- 
ished than the mere pomp of official 
position or the splendor of "wealth. 
They must have a grip upon their 
fellows by having contributed to their 
comfort on all possible occasions, or 
of dying for the right in defense of 
their firesides, their homes or tlieir 
country. Men who do these things 
always live after they are dead. 


When a king is dethroned the peo- 


ple rejoice. 
Hut when a patriot dies, 


the 
nation mourns. 
The 
bowed 


heads and solemn funereal marches 
all over this land today bespeak the 
love of a race. Prouder than Greek 
or Roman, these thousands fell in 
duty's lines, swept down while fol- 
lowing the flag. 


And now we honor them • for what 


they did, and let us hope that they 
live in a better country—live with a 
happy company; live as the nation's 
brave defenders; live in the memories 
of bher surviving comrades: live in all 
our hearts. Watered every 30th day 
of May by a nation's tears, their 
graves will be kept green forever. 


Through 5,574 battles they went; 


through four years of war they upheld 
the flag at a cost of 44,000 killed in 
battle, 49,000 died of wounds, 189,- 
000 died from disease and exposure 
and 100,000 captured and made pris- 
oners of war, of which number 61,000 
gave up their lives in prison pens 
rather than deserb the flag. These 
soldiers followed Grant and Sherman 
and Sheridan and Hancock from Forts 
Donaldson and Henry to Yicksburg; 
from Vicksburg to A'tlanba, and from 
Atlanta toward the north again, and 
finally to Richmond. They cut in 
two the greatest rebellion of modern 
times, if not of all ages-one flag in- 
stead of two. 


Lincoln, in his great speech at 


Gebbysburg, expressed in language 
that seemed to be.on fire and is blaz- 
ing yet, that sympathy and love, 
which should be cherished within the 
breast of every true American when 
he said: "It is for us—the living— 
to dedicate ourselves to the great 
work which our soldiers living and 
dead have so far, so nobly, advanced; 
it is for us—the living—to consecrate 
our lives to the work remaining to be 
done, and let us resolve now that this 
government of the people and by the 
people and for the people shall nob 
perish from the earth." We rejoice 
today of a united nation. It was the 
soldiers in the field who gave, to us 
our freedom and our flag. .But all 
these cost lives. The battle was des- 
perate on both sides. 
The war began 


with slavery in tbe ascendant, cotton 
ruling the commercial 
world, the 


South boasting and defiant and the 
government of Europe predicting the

speedy downfall of the American re- 
public and its division. It closed; 
thank God, with slavery effectually 
abolished, the South humbled, but 
somewhat sullen, yet improving in 
temper. And now as we enter into 
this little scrap with Spain, the North 
and South go as one.' And the lesson 
of the wav is the great sacrifice lesson 
of patriotism—a lesson of endurance, 
devotion. This lesson of love for the 
right can never be forgotten. 
But 


remember, my friends, 
that 
the 


soldiers' graves you decorate with 
flowers today were nob professional 
soldiers. 
They were not educated for 


war1, but they were citizen soldiers. 
Remember also that 
this 
army 


suffered the most gigantic rebellion 
that the world has any record of. 
It 


took four years of their lives to do 
the work. But during that time they 
settled two great questions. 
""First. That .human slavery was 
not of God. 


Second. That this is a nation and 


not a Confederacy. 
9 
They are settled, and now i b i s con- 


ceded that the cause of the 
Union 


was right. These soldiers were actu- 
ated by higher and purer motives 
than any other soldiers that ever as- 
sembled. 


It has been said that we will never 


need a standing army in the United 
States as long as we. can even remem- 
ber the civil war of 1861 and 
1865. 


But. 
my friends, we have never 


counted the cost of this 
mighty 


struggle. If you would know the cost, 
go into the homes of the people—the 
saddened firesides. There is a record, 
and a sad one it is. It is the pension 
roll, which telis of over 5,000 invalid 
soldiers and over 150,000 widows. 
Think of it! 
' 


But is it any wonder the old soldier 


loves this flag, under whose folds he 
fought, and for which his comrades 
shed so much blood? He loves it, 


both for what it is and what it repre- 
sents. It records the achievements 
of ,its defenders upon land and sea; it 
records the achievements of Washing- 
ton and Lincoln; it has been bathed 
in the tears of a sorrowing nation of 
freemen. 
Our flag expresses more to 


humanity everywhere than any other 
flag. It expresses the will of a free 
and independent people. Glorious old 
banner! May the time speedily come 
when she will be floating over the 
land of Cuba and Morro Castle. 
And 


long may she wave! 


Bub, my friends, let us speak with 


no resentment nor in terms of bitter- 
ness of the past. We would impose 
upon them no punishemnt. They are 
our brothers, and we now join arms 
in the defense of humanity and the 
right. . Eight is might, and truth Is 
God. 
They have written their own 


histories. 
But they arc rapidly pass- 


ing away. The circle is narrowing. 
Every new roll-call discloses one and 
another not.- present, but accounted 
for. They are joining their comrades 
on the other, shore. And soon you, 
too, will answer to the summons from 
on high. 
And now, tupon all the peo- 


ple—those in war now and those who 
are at home—rests the responsibility 
of the future.. We now have one flag 
and one country. And we may. differ 
about the government and how it 
ought to be, but one thing sure, it 
must be run by ourselves and for 
ourselves. 
We must be 
genuine 


Americans, and if any are not willing 
to be such, let them move out. 


The war of '61-'65 is over, but the 


war of '98 has just commenced. And 
the stars and stripes still wave! God 
grant that the time may. come when 
they will wave over the entire circle 
of the globe. "United we stand, 
divided we fall." 
Amen.

ODD SPECIMENS OF HUMANITY ARE 


RAMAPO MOUNTAINEERS. 


Albinos of the Milkient Haired and rick- 


eat Eyed Variety Are Common Amon£ 
Them—They Are the Kest Hunters and 
Fishermen In the Land. 


People who have uover been up in 


the Eamapo mountains cau ha>e little 
idea of how strange a race of people 
live back in those high and rocky hills, 
luiles from auy village, and with not a 
rod of road by which tbeir huts may be 
reached by wagons. In other words, it 
is not generally known that within 85 
miles of the heart of New York city 
there ia a community as curious almost 
as cau be found in the remote mountain 
recesses oi Tennessee or North Caroli- 
na. It is a sort of lost tribe, or, rather, 
au amalgamation of two lost tribes.

A Shunned Coul Hole. 


Down on Sonth Clark street, about 


100 feet north of Madison, there is on 
the west fide of the Btreet a coal hole 
shaped like a coffin. 
Originally the 


opening was not different from any other 
coal bole. It was of ordinary c.ize, and 
was closed with a hexagonal cover. 
Then a large piece of the Htoue was 
broken off the sidewalk, enlarging the 
hole to a great extent. "When the stone 
was replaced by a sheet of iron, the 
hexagonal opening 'was elongated, so 
that the shape of a coffin was formed. 
Then the pedestrians along South Clark 
street had their troubles. 


It is asserted that attention was first 


called to the ominous hole in the side- 
walk when a man had his leg sprained 
by a misstep on the cover. A number of 
persons witnessed the accident, and at 
the same time noted the peculiar shape' 
of the cover. It was not long before ev- 
erybody seemed to be aware of the cas- 
ketlike figure. Now, any one who 
watches the crowds tbat daily pass 
along Clari street, near Madison, will 
be attracted by their actions when th~y 
walk near the coal hole. All the men 
keep a safe distance from the awe in- 
spiring object, while the women care- 
fully raise their skirts as they walk 
shyly away from .the cover. To the cas- 
ual observer these pecular antics are un- 
explainable, but the men and women 
who are acquainted with the history of 
the coffin shaped cover are too wise to 
place themselves in the power of "the 
evil eye."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

Woodbourne, Tuxedo and other places 
in the Ramapo valley. But it would 
take a pretty brisk imagination to pic- 
ture some of .the queer specimens of hu- 
manity that have resulted from this 
mistnre.. 


Albinos of the milkiest haired and 


pinkest eyed-variety are common, and 
the dime museums recruit their curio 
halls in tbat Hue from among these 
mountaineers, cs did the great and only 
Barnum before them. 


Back in the laet century and during 


the first quarter of the present centnry 
slaves were common in that part of 
New York state and the adjacent region 
of New Jersey. These slaves were treat- 


the adjoining 'towns of Bergen "and 
Orange.counties, and whoso homes are 
far back in the hills. A characteristic 
of these people is that the names of the 
old Dutch families iu which the orig- 
inal blacks were slaves have been re- 
tained by them, generation after gener- 
ation. The most numerous family of 
the race goes by the name of Da Groat, 
but there tvre De Freoses, Van Hoevens 
and many other Des and Vans. 


In the summer time you might climb 


and clamber and stumble up the steep 
sides and over the rocky summits of the 
Ramapo mountains all day nud not seo 
a solitary sign of a habitation, although 
there would be many on all sides of 
you. 
They are so deftly tucked in 


among the rocks aud hidden by the trees 
and foliage that only one acquainted 
with the ways of tho mountaineers could 
find them. In the fall, when the trees 
are bare, the huts stand revealed to any 
who may pass that way, and- such are 
few, for although there is no better 
ruffed grouse shooting anywhere than 
in these mountain fastnesses the weary 
climbing necessary to get to the haunts 


the average 


sportsman cares to undergo. 


There is no ground that might grow 


anything about any of these huts; not a 
chicken or a fowl of any kind; not 
even a pig. 
Bnt there are dogs without 


limit—mongrel, •wolfish looking dogs, 
such as might bang about Indian campi 
—and always from one to half a dozen 
half naked, eerie, elfish looking chil- 
dren, who, at eight or sound of a stran- 
ger, scamper to cover in the hut, in the 
brush or among the rocks, disappearing 
aa completely as a startled brood of 
young quail. 


How do these people subsist? They 


;»re the best hunters and fishermen in 
the laud, and game and trout are abun- 
dant ail about them. They hunt and 
snare grouse and rabbits and catch trout 
lor the market during the season. The 
women and children pick berries. For 
the products of the forest, streams and

Con- chiefly whisky and tobacco, the former 
sequeatly runaway slaves were many. 
These runaways invariably sought the 
fastnesses of the surrounding mountains. 


It is a very difficult thing to make, 


one's way up and among the Ramapo 
mountains even at this day, and it was 
almost an impossibility in the slavery 
days. 
As a result, when a uegro ouce 


succeeded in biding there he was as safe 
from recapture as if he had gone to 
Canada, although he might be within 
sight and sound of his master's home. 
Scores of runaways iu time peopled the 
inaccessible hills, and in the spots 
where "'"-v threw up their first shelter- 
ing bu'-: :>f bark or fallen trees or found 
refuge ia caves their descendants dwell 
today. 


The woods had their Indian dwellers 


already, and the two races mingled. 
These are the strauga people who are 
seen now and then in the little villages 
alone: the Erie railway in Rocldand and 


flour, meal and cheap dress goods. For 
their owu home providing the possum 
and the coon are plentiful at their very 
doors, and the chicken coops of the oat- 
lying farms and villages are not entire- 
ly inaccessible. Now aud then a Oe 
Groat or Van Somebody-or-other will 
hire out to do work by the day, but he 
is looked npon by bis fellow mountain- 
eers as a degenerate. Some of the female 
children grow to be extremely handsome 
and shapely young women, but it ig 
rare that there are any marriages among 
these people outside of their own race. 
—New York Sun.
